Dear hac, 

In th strong way in wliich the supposedly reformed FBI works and files I have just 
obtained the onelonimnj iron it in response to u subpoena limited to wliat is not mentionod 
in my letter to you, non-compliimce with my FOIA requests relating to the investigation 
of the assassination of Dr. King. We ore deposing P3I agents in C.A. 75-1996. 

'i’liis FBI letter to you is misleading and deceptive in ways that cannot be accidental 
without total irresponsibility. In protending that I had not appealed the denials of 
information the lettor is also untruthful. 

!y first request was about this time of the year in 1975. When 1 received no res- 
ponse I did appeal, again witliout response. Since then I have renewed these appeals with 
s °me regularity and with copies of withlield records I obtain by other nean 3 as the FBI 
discloses its libels. ’ 

Tins FBI letter to you represents otherwise. By the time of that letter to you I 
had also addressed the FBI itself directly sand with some vigor - again without any 
response and I assure you not even a verbal denial. 

So you can liavc assurance of my truthfulness I am sending a copy of this letter to 
Quin Shea, who heads the Department's FOIA/PA appeals. As of my mosfe recent information 
ho now intends to try to do somotldng about this particular ap|ieal and had not been able 
to get from the FBI its copies of my FQIA requests to wliich I testified in C.A. 75-1996 
almost three years ago. Some of the unmet FOIA requests date to l/l/68. 

Until recently the FBI filed ny FOIA requests under subversion of security classifi- 
cation, in a 100, file, wliich provides its own view of the reformed FBI mind. 

■There lias been no further compliance since before I wrote you. 

Since then Jim fcesar wrote both Director Kelley and Attorney General Levi. Those 
appeals also wore ignored, despite your letter and interest. So much for the FBI's 
regard for you as a Senator and on its oversight committee, if not also for the committee. 

As my lawyer in the FOIA cases, Lesar sought to enable me to exercise my rights under the 
Privacy Act prior to the FBI's wholesale distribution of its prefabrications, prevacications 
and assorted other defamations. 

It now appears tiiat the limited compliance I did obtain prior to writing you coincided 
with the FBI’s preparations for making that stuff public in its general JFK releases, wliich 
were Loin, : procuunud prior to my rocicving any copies in response to my PA request. Or, what 
I did gut wan only enough to covor tho FBI in what it was pulling off, PA or no PA.
